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After years with no major changes, it looks like the lobby 
of Irvin Hall is going to be renovated. Housing has 
proposed repairs including new plaster and paint, carpet, 
some new furniture, and lighting. They are also suggesting 
a new wall to divide the lobby from the "living room" 
area, and possible changes to the downstairs study room. 
Irvin residents have been assured that the changes will be 
made mindful of the style and period of the House. We HOPE 
that this means that much of the “look" of first floor 
Irvin will be retained or improved.

Work on the lobby may start within 
the month. This could mean noise and plaster dust, but 
work will be done during the day only, and is toward a 
good end. We urge all Irvinites to take a strong interest 
in the project. After all, it’s our building they’re 
plarmmning to change... 


If anyone is experiencing any personal problems with their 
room, like chipping paint or cracks in the wails, please 
see Katarin (1123) or Scott (289). They will submit a list 
of needed repairs to housing and, hopefully, these repairs 
in the rooms can be done along with the other house 
renovations. 


For thase who were unable to attend the House meeting a 
while ago, Katarin announced that a committee would be 
formed to revise the constitution. A sign-up sheet will be 
posted Monday and remained posted until Friday. There will 
be an organizational meeting for the committee on the 
Wednesday following Spring Break (March 1léth). 

This committee is very important and house members should 
make an effort to give some input. As far as the content 
of the new constitution goes, there will be more 
Clarification of old material than change. Housing policy 
will be written specifically, committees will be defined 
and responsibilities laid out, and the officers’ specific 
duties will be written. These are not the only changes, 
but summarize the general direction of the new 
constitution.

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members’ agreement about starting remodeling our lobby on 
March 24th.
